London, June 30. — Tho constitution of 
the new cabinet, the ohief secretary for Ire 
land excluded, confirms tho worBb fearB of 
tho Irish parliamentary pj.rty that the gov 
ernment means to ignoro the IrlBh cluimu 
and to roaort to tho old methoda of coercion 
It is conceded that Lord Cadogan, tho new 
viceroy of Ireland, will give brilliant enter 
toinmentp, but neither his presence nor that 
of liaron Ashhourno, lord chunoellor for Ire. 
land, in tho cabinet will enable tho voico of 
the peoplo to get a prompt or suffioient hear- 
ing from tho government. 

TIM UEALY TALKS. 

Timothy Hoaly, in hia speech in Dublin 
last night, proclaimed a new departure for 
tbo anti-Parnellites. That party will never 
ugain aid in putting a Liboral government 
in cilice unless it is distinctly understood on 
what terms lb will retire. Mi', Hoaly sup- 
ported a proposal for the holding of a na- 
tional convention to consider the proposi- 
tion of the Irish parliamentary party and to 
try and reconcile tho factions. 

The anti-Parnellites are enfeebled by lack 
of numbers. Tho Parnellites will bo able to 
contest twenty-two Beats, of which they are 
oertain to carry twolve. The party will re- 
appear in parliament further divided to face 
a government majority ao powerful and 
oompaot that the ministers wll! be able to 
treat the Iriah vote with Indifforonce. 

DISSOLUTION JULY 10. 

Official oaloulationa fix the time for the 
diaBoiution of parliament 08 July 10. Eloo- 
tion writs will bo received in moBO of the 
boroughs on July 11, and polling will begin 
July 15. The county pollings will begin on 
July 18 and will probably bo ended on July 
20. 

The English nonconformists, resonting the 
opposition of tho Iriah membora to the 
Cromwell statuo and the claims of tho Irish 
in demanding epeoial relief from tho whiskey 
duty and tho exclusion of local option 
from Ireland, havo reaolutoly turned their 
baoks upon Homo Rule. The Liberal oan- 
didatea who aro now on the stump find ib 
advisable to ignore Home Rule, while the 
Unioniat candidates derisively flaunt it in 
their faces. 

THE NEXT PARLIAMENT. 

Tho polltioal character of the next parlia- 
ment, according to an impartial forecast, 
giveB a Bolid majority to the Unionists. The 
moat sanguine Liberal eatinjace la that tho 
Unioniste will gain thirty-two soots, which 
means Mxty-four votes on a division and 
entails a steady majority in parliament of 
twenty-four. A thoroughly non-partisan 
view assigns to tho Unionists a majority of 
oighty, but enthusiastic Conservatives pre- 
dict a majority of 120. The latter figures, 
however, are ridiculous. The Liberals en- 
tered the liata with a feeling of dospond- 
oucy and a conviotion that they will meet 
with a defeat which will establish a Unionist 
govornment in power for the next aeven 
years. " Wo havo not a ghoat of a chance," 
aaid Sir Charles Dilke in an interview to- 
day, *' the Unionists are certain to seoure a 
Bolid vote which will keep them in power 
for a long timo to come." 

A unionist's omnion. 
Mr. Middloton, chief executive of tho 
Unionist olectoral committee, aaid : " Wo 
shall win a number of aeata in England, and 
aomo in Scotland ondWalea. We have oan- 
didatos ready overytvhere, while the Lib 
erala have a lot of empty Boats. A good 
many of tho Liboral electors aro Bick of 
Home Rule blended with socialism, and 
won't go to tho pollB, and tho added 
emphasis of Irish dictation haa shaken tho 
faith of the more sol d men of the Libsral 
party. This ia especially true in couneodon 
with tho Cromwell Btatue fiieco and tho 
whibkoy duty buainesa " Mr. Middloton is 
regarded as being moderate in the expros 
aions of hia opiuioni. iu viowof tho aituation. 
chamberlain's foreign policy. 
Rb. Hon. Joaoph Chamberlain, tho now 
Colonial Secretary, is credited in tho Union- 
iat olubi with being duiorminr.il on a strong 
imperial policy in connection with tho 
oolonioB. It ia aaid that among hia carlieat 
strokoa will bo tho acquirement of Delagoa 
Hay on the eaat count of Africa, which ho 
will forco Portugnl to aurronder uudor a 
demand for tho settlement of an old debt 
duo to Groat Biitain 

Within tho week ample pecuniary ro- 
Bo-.ireea havo been placed at the dlepoaal of 
Lord Tweed mouth, who mauagos the elec- 
toral fund of tho Liberals. Though it Ib 
genorally concoded that the Liborala aro 
marching to certain defeat, the faotthab the 
holioverB in tho principlea of the party aro 
willing to subscribe to tho expense of tho 
campaign, givoa heart to the loadera, who 
aro dotermined to mako a good fight in a 
good catiae. The difficulty over 

the selection ok candidates 
who will stund in the coming general elec- 
tion remains, but this is nob owing to a 
want of applicants. About sixty good men 
aro still wanted. Hundreds of doubtful 
oundidatoa offer to aland for olootion. They 
consiat largely of poor barristers and im- 
pocunioua looal politicians, and these, 
though gifted with a flow of language, must 
draw copiously from tho party purBO, and if 
they should succeed in securing nomination 
and elect'en they would oxpeel permanout 
Bupport from tho Liberal party. This olaBa 
of candidates is nob the kind sought by tho 
loadera of a forlorn hopo. Tho looal 
oxecutivoa have iii many iuBtanooB rofusod 
to aocepb tho contral executivu'B nominees 
on tho ground that they aro men of no 
repute, and that ib would bo a waato of 
monoy and onorgy to pib them against tho 
Unionist candidates. From present appear 
nncas tho Unionists will have a walk over in 
several constituencies that havo hitherto 
been con tooted by tho Liberals. 

P.T, HON, MR. GLADSTONE. 

roturnod to Hawardon oastlo to-day, Whllo 
in Loudon ho stayed at the home of Baron 
Rondel, whose daughter ia tho wifo of Mr, 
Gladstone's son, Henry. At tho height of 
tho ministerial crisis Mr. Gladstone passed 
his days in tho British Museum, seoladed in 
a private room, where ho road works bear- 
ing on his projected life of Bishop Butler. 
Tho leading MoCarthyitcs and leveral 



staunch English adherents of Homo Rule 
privately approached Mr, GladBtone, be- 
aeeohicg him to issue a manifesto and alao to 
nae nomo degroo of aotive personal interven- 
tion during the olectoral period; bub they 
gob negative roplies in every case, bodib 
times dirootly from Mr. Gladstone and 
sometimes through Mrs. Gladstone, who 
declares that her husband must nob be 
troubled about the political situation. She 
is ocsvinnnd that the physioal and mental 
disturbances arising from political excite- 
ment would seriously injuro his health, and 
is dotermined to keep him aloof from all 
agitation. Mr. Gladstone himself exhibits 
tho most placid indifToronco to Home Rule 
and to politics genorally. Ho intouda to 
iaauo a valedictory addrofls to his constitu- 
ents, which will probably bo of a personal 
and rerroapootivo character. 

ROYAL HONORS CONFERRED 

In addition to tho oonforring of knight- 
hood upon Mr. Joseph Ronals, Lord Mayor 
of LDudon, tho political honora iucludo.the 
olevation of Baron Houghton, tho retiring 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and Biron Car- 
rington, retiring Lord Chamberlain, to earl 
doma. Sir Henry Brougham Loch, Sir 
Robert Goorgo Wyndam Horbert, and Rc 
Hon. Herbert Coulaton Gardner, President 
of the Board of Agrioulture aro made 
Barona. Right Hon. Henry Hartley Fowler, 
rotiring aecrotary of state for India, haa h >d 
aonforred upon him the Grand CroaB of tho 
Star of Iudia. Right Hon. Hpnry Cimp- 
bell-Bannerman, retiring secretary of state 
for war, seouros the Grand Cross of the 
Bath. Robert Gtffln, the statistician ; 
Colonel Vivian Doring Majendio, tho ex- 
pert on and ohief Inspector of explosives, 
and Captain Frederick E. Lugard, are made 
Companions of tho Bath. 

STOCK MARKET STIMULATED. 

The ohango of government with tho cer- 
tainty that tho elections wore near have had 
a good efjacb on tho Btock market, stimu- 
lating speculation and investment. All tho 
beat clasa of atocks'havo advanced, and 110 
is talked of as the priao that consols aro 
likely to roach." The only chance of the 
monoy market hardoning ia in tho atate- 
ment that Japan haa Btipnlated that a largo 
portion of tho Indomniby shall bo paid 
within six months. Mining stocka have 
hardly been active, while Spanish and 
Turkish aecuritiea have been down on ac- 
count of the Cuban and Macedonian 
troublea. Brazilians wore lower un a rumor 
that the Rothschilds had declined to nego- 
tiate a new loan. Othor South Americana 
were good. Amorloans were irregular. It 
is still hoped that a boom will occur In this 
market in tho autumn. 

ARMY MATTERS. 

The Liberal plan for tho appointmenb of a 
commission to direct army affairs will vanish 
into thin air with the change of government. 
It is certain that with a Unionist adminis- 
tration the Duke of Connaught will be ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief of the army. 
The Standard even goes so far as to bint 
that tho retlremont of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge may be revokod. 

The Dncheas of Bucoleuoh becomes Mis- 
tress of ♦■he Robes under tho new govern- 
ment, and Right Hon. George J. Gosohen, 
first Lord of tho Admiralty in the now min- 
istry, haa been re-eleoted member of the 
House of Commons for St. Georgo's, Han- 
over Square. The appointment of Sir Mat- 
thow Whito Ridley aa Secretary of State for 
Homo AfTiira has seourod William Court 
Gully in his place as speaker of the House 
of Commons. 



BRITISH POLITICS. 



Au American Journalist Falls to Dis- 
cern Signs of Liberal 
Decadence. 



Home Rule Might Have Been a Pos- 
sibility but for Kedniond'8 
Desertion. 



Echoes of tho celebration at Kiel upon the 
opening of the Kaiser William canal are re- 
verberating on all sides, The attitude of 
tho oflioors of the Frenoh fleet is severely 
criticised, and the semi-official Allgemeine 
Zeitung most unsparingly oommentB 
on the Bubject, charging the Frenoh 
with carrying dlacord into the gen- 
eral harmony with pronounced lack of 
International courtoBy. The aamo paper 
also belittles the importance of tho Rusbo- 
France understanding bo ostentatiously 
displayed at Kiel, adding : " The few Rua- 
aian and Fronch vessels there cut a very in- 
significant figure Tho Chauvinistic utter- 
ances of the rabid portion of tho French 
press are ridiouled hero aa childish. On the 
other hand, tho cordial sympathy shown by 
England ia keenly appreciated." 

Tho municipal authoritiea of Berlin aro 
excited ov^r tbu Fmpuror'a recent criticiatn 
of the municipal council for their alleged in- 
differenac in tho matter of building new 
ohurchca. Hia Majesty haa alao clurgod 
thorn with lack of patriotism, and with being 
wanting iu fealty to tho monarchy. 

Tho Emperor William loft Kiel on board 
tho imperial yacht Hohonzolleru to bo 
present at tho Travemund regatta. On 
Monday ho atarta on a month'e eruieo along 
the coast of Norway and Sweden, and will 
arrive at Cowee, Inlo of Wight, Auguat 3 to 
witneas tho regatta thoro.

New York, June 30 —Ballard Smith, La 
hia London cable letter to the World, df«- 
ouaaes the probabilitioa of the impending; 
general oleotion aa follows : " Tho dleaohi-. 
tion la now fixed for July 8. Tho oleotiona 
will all be held within throo weeka there- 
after, and the now parliament will com- 
mence in August. 

There ia really extraordinary doubt as 
to the result. \\ hilo I find tho Liboral 
leadors in prlvato conversation goner&lly 
diapostd to admit defeat, even tho most 
sanguine of tho Unionlata aro nob claiming 
more than forty majority in a houao of 070 
members aa an outside. Aa a careful ob- 
server, I aoe no undoubted ovidonco that 
tho Liberals will bo defeated at all, bub 
quite the oontrary. Though the Liberal 
party ia made up of a dozen or more fac- 
tions, with sometimes quite diverse interests, 
though their great leader has absolutely re- 
tired from active political life, and was suc- 
ceeded by a member of the vory body to tho 
practical abolition of whloh the Liberal 
party Ib pledged, and have been, moreover, 
on termB of hardly concealed hostility with 
the ieador of tho House of Commons, though 
the Irish coutingent has lost its ohief incen- 
tive to Bupport In tho least the temporary 
shelving of the Homo Rule bill, and though 
there were numberless peraonaland political 
diaappolntments and griovancea of other 
members, the Liberals havo only lost a 
few seats in three years sinoo the last elec- 
tion, There la beyond this loss no obvious 
proof tho Liberal party has lost the confi- 
dence of tho country. 

If Redmond's Irish band, for apparently 
partly aelfiBh reaaona had nob deserted to the 
Tories, the Liberal govornment would very 
likely have remained in power until it had 
passed through tho house, every one of the 
great measures it introduced, and would, 
moreover have made such a case 
against the Houso of Lords that the 
country would have adopted the proposed 
measure for abolishing its veto, thue making 
Home Rule for Ireland a possibility. The 
Irish leaders aeem now absolutely confident 
of winning five seats from the Redmondltes, 
including Waterford city and E .st Clare, 
for which the Redmond brothers themselves 
alt. On the other hand they are certain to 
win West Wicklow if they can, as happened 
In Cork oity, secure the Unionist vote, 
while they have a ohance of winning Kil- 
kenny oily, both ab present held by Mo 
Carthyltes. In Ulster the MoCarthyitea cal- 
culate certainly on winning three seats from 
the Unionists, while they have a good 
ohance of capturing two more. Assuming 
theBe expectations to be realized they would 
roturn eighty strong, while the Redmond- 
ltes would have only bIx instead of nine 
mombers, as now. 

A statement is clroulated hero that 
Thomaa Sexton intenda to retire from public 
life at the general elections. The 
World correspondent aaw Mr. Sexton to day 
and inquired as to the truth of the reporb. 
Mr. Sexton was very rotioent. He had evi- 
dently been subjected to Btrong pressure 
from his colleagues to reconsider bis resolu- 
tion to retire. He Beems to have been dis- 
gusted with the squabbling in the Iriah 
party, and by the dotermined efforts of the 
Healyites within the party against ovary 
attempt to advanco tho cause of unity. 



"RELIGION AND EVOLUTION." 

Address of Rov. Dr. Lyman Abbott Before 
the North-Western University 
of Illinois. 

The following addrosa waa delivered by 
Rov. Dr. Lyman Ablntt on the oocaiion of 
tho exeroiaoa attending tho thirty aevonth 
annual commencement of tho North-Western 
University at Evanston, Illinois. 

Dr. Abbott apoko for un hour and a half, 
the Bible, ita origin, ita value from an evo- 
lutionary poinb of viow boing the baaia for 
hia exposition of tho relatione of

toward modern orthodox religion. Aftorre- 
fering to tho question of tho infallibility of 
the Bible, ho aaid iu parb : 

And yob thie Biblo haa lain under the 
pillow of tho aick and comforted them ; ib 
has beckoned tho hero forward to bittloand 
inspired him. Where tho cross has gone 
the hospital and fchool and liberty of gov- 
ernment have sprung up everywhere. No, 
tho student cannot bury tho faith of his 
mother and fathor ; ho cannot bury the faith 
that brought tho pilgrims of tho old world 
to land hero on theso shores and mako a gov- 
ernment for tho pooplo, of tho people and by 
tho peoplo that shall not perish from the 
earth. 

" W hat then ? Perhaps ho trios to draw 
a dividing lino and follow senee with hall 
his brain and theory with tho other. I wish 
to point out a bettor way to uighb. I bo- 
Hove in tho development of all life from one 
primordiol germ. Tho process of tho do- 
velopmont of all life from one primordial 
gorm oan bo tracod. I believe that oil 
vogotablo life, all animal lifo, all men, all 
human institutions, sprang from that early 
germ, as all tho trees of tho foieot, tho oak- 
on treos, eprang from the one aoorn that 
gavo them birth. And yot, I alao boliove in 
tho Christian faith of my father. I boliovo 
in tho Bible, tho cross, the redemption, In 
tho God, in Hia general working out overy 
noble deatiny for mankind. 

" I will give you tho best definition of 
evolution, or rather tho substance of it: 
Evolution la thojhistory of lifo. It dooa nob 
attempt to explain' tho origin. I^ ia only 
i ho record of the proceBe. Tho dootrlno of 
evolution Ib that all thingp grow from alow- 
Oontinucd on Pane Eight.

PE0FESS03 HUXLEY. 

The Recipient of Almost Every Honor Which 
Eneland Could Bestow on a 
ilan of Science. 

London, June 30.— ThomaB Henry Hux- 
loy, whoBe death took place yesterday, was 
born at Ealing, near London, May 4, 1827, 
He was educated in medicine and received 
tho degree of M. B. in 1843. He ontored tho 
modical Borvice of the Royal Navy in 18-iG, 
and went on a four yearB' voyage to the 
South Pacific. Here his opportunities for 
observing marine life were exceptional, and 
on his return he published his work on the 
Moduaao, whioh placed him In the front 
rank of science. He was made a Fellow of 
the Royal Society in recognition of 
hi j researches in 1851 He held 
several important educational posts, 
among them boing the membership of 
tho London school board, in which 
cipaoity ho greatly antagonized the Roman 
Catholic*. He has received almost every 
honor which tho Intelligence of England 
could bestow upon a man of science. He 
was a atrong advocate of tho OBsentlal unity 
of all living organism, an essential element 
of his theory boing that a compound Bub- 
stance, which ho called protoplasm, la the 
b vee of all life, and hence that all life is 
cognate. Hie worka form quito a formidable 
catalogue, and all are marked by painstak- 
ing research and that modesty of science, 
which, to ueo Spencer's words, " thinks it 
poroeives.") 

Prof. Huxley was a man rather above the 
middlo height, tquuroly built and upright ; 
perhaps his most striking features woro the 
very bright black eyes that mot and seemed 
to look through those of anyone to whom ho 
wag speaking ; they were net wido apart 
and deep boneath the grey eyebrows ; the 
forehead wpb square, tho iron-gray hair 
brushod straight baok from tho temples. 
White whiBkera framed in the lower part 
of the faco and accentuated the tuuaie- 
nesa of tho chin, firmly moulded 
into an expression that would bo Btern and 
almost defiant but for the extreme mobility 
of the lips. The nostrils woro wide and 
sensitive, tho wholo face somewhat rugged, 
but constantly lighted up by tho smiling 
Hps or by a very oharaotorlstic twinkle of 
fun In tho dark eyes. 

A fow yearB ago Prof. Huxley reoeived the 
title of " Right Honorable," ua u member of 
tho Quoen's privy council. Ho enjoyed tho 
distinction of being tho first privy councillor 
to attain that honor without previously 
holding some politick! appointment.

Inspector McNabb's Annual Report to 
the Murine Department for 
the Year 1894. 

Seasons for the Annual Salmon Kim 
on the Eraser Becoming: 
More Uniform. 



(The annual reporb of Hon. John CoBtigan, 
minister of mariun and fiaherlee, oontainB as 
appendices the reports of Inspeotor MoNob 
on the fisheries of the province as well as 
that upon the Fra«er river batohery. They 
are dated New Westminster, Deoomber 31, 
1895, and are as follow : 

fJSIIEIUKS OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 

Although the catch of salmon shows a 
considerable faiiiug off, when compared with 
the exceptional cutoh of '8!)3, ib is never- 
theless much greater than that of any other 
year in tho history of the industry in British 
Columbia. 

Salmon fishing continues to be the most 
important of the Aiming industries of tho 
provinoo, and ib is gratifying to note that 
the rivera— espooially the Fraser — allow no 
signs of depletion, or of being overfished, 
being in this reapoot unique amongab the 
groat aalmon rivera of the Paoifio Coast, if 
not of the world. It ia alto interesting to 
note that tho very great difference betwoen 
the catches of different yoars, on tho 
Fraaer, which formerly existed, appoara 
to be becoming less marked than form- 
erly. The difference in tho annual " iuub " 
of salmon ia not, in my opinion, 
to be account! d for by any eccentricity in 
tho habitB of tho aalmon, bub in a grout 
measure to unfuvoiablo conditions in the 
creeks during tho ap*wniug time, — four 
years previous to tho short runs, — such as 
heavy freshets which bring down and de- 
posit great quantities of silt and debris, and 
frequently quite change tho position of the 
gravel deposits in which the ova had been 
deposited ; thus causing its destruction 
Another cause of very gtoat loss, and almost 
as difficult to overcome aa areadvorao natur- 
al oauses, are the methods employed by tho 
Indiana in catching salmon in the creeka for 
their winter food by creating weirs, 
which prevent the fish from reach- 
ing their spawning grounds. As this 
is a matter of very, great importance 
as oareful supervision and porfeot protection 
as poBsiblo has been given to the more acces- 
sible creeka, and this, together with the 
valuable aid of the hatchery, is, in my 
opinion, gradually equalizing tho annual 
" runs " of salmon in the Fraaer river. 

The following table shows the value of 
Balmon ojnned for five yoara in British Col- 
umbia: 1890. 81,989 599 ; 1891, §1,517, • 
060; 1892. §1,148 860; 1893, §2.916,990; 
1894, §2,362,714. 

Very extensive preparations were made at 
Point RobertB last spring for catching sal- 
mon in traps, and aa there ia no doubt but 
that all the aalmon oaught thero are Fraser 
river fish, a good deal of alarm was felt by 
the Fraaer river fiahermen regarding the 
effect it might have upon the industry here. 
The shortage in the pack there, however, as 
compared with that of 1893, was 
in exaot proportion to that of 
the Fraser river for the same yoars. 
Halibut fishing, which has heretofore been 
carried on in u desultory manner, unprofit- 
able to all concerned, has at length been 
eatablished upon a firm basis and is being 
conducted in a vigorous and systematio 
manner, and gives promise of beooming an 
industry of greab value to the province and 
profitable to its promoters. The shorbneaa 
of the fishing season has hitherto been a bar 
to the greater prosperity of the fishermen in 
the country, which the proaoontion of vae 
sea fiaherioa will do much towards removing 
by affording them employment during the 
winter monthB. 

Omitting salmon, the aggregate of the 
products of the fisheries shows an increase 
of §53.921 over laBt year's returne. 

The catch of fur seals bjt Canadian vessels 
was the largest on record, and demonstrates 
the adaptability of the regulations to tho re- 
quirements of our people. 

The capital invested in tho fisheries and 
fishory material, including the fur seal lloet, 
and outfit) of boats, etc., shows a largo in- 
crease over that of last year.

Considerable activity has been caused in 
the sturgeon fishing industry on tho Fraser 
river by an increased demand and hotter 
prices than formerly for these fiah in East- 
ern markets. So far net fishing for sturgeon 
in the Fraser river has not boun auccossful. 

Tho fishery proteotiou service was, on the 
whole, satisfactory during tho aeasoD, bub in 
addition to the launch Claymore, a larger 
ap.d more powerful boat will be n quired for 
aervioe on the Fraaer river next season, in 
order to prevent violation of tho law in the 
river and illegal fishing and poaching out- 
Bide. 

1 have to report the death of Guardian C. 
D Grant, an old officor of the department. 
Capt. Grant had charge of tho patrol launch 
Claymore on the FraBer river Irom tho let 
March to tho 1st July, and of tho steamer 
Evangeline from the lab of July to tho 30 h 
of August. He was aotivo in tho discharge 
of hie duties, and reported a number of vio- 
lations for w hich fines were imposed. 

Skeena River. — Guardian VVm. Roxburgh 
reports that tho pack of Balmon was below 
the average on tho Skeena rivdr ; that vio- 
lations of tho regulations ro weekly oloae 
time, eizi of meah, and length of neta, and 
disposal of cfTil took plcco, and that the of- 
fender!! wore fined in every case. 

RiverB Inlob— Guardian Adamson reports 
bhat tho aeaaon'a operations in his district 
wore very successful, and a good paok of 
Bulmoii vct>a secured by all tho canneries, 
anel the regulations well observed. 

Naas River. — Guardiau Spain reports that 
Balmon were scarce in tho Nsao, but two 
canneries were operated, and their packs 
were Btrall. 

Fraaer River. — Guardian NcNelah, who 
had charge of the patrol launoh Claymore 
during the months of July and Auguat, re- 
ports that a number of violationa of the 
regulationa ro wookly oIobo time and offiil 
took pli>co in hie distrior., all of whioh wero 
reported, and complaintB lodged as dircoted 
with Captain Pittcndrcigh, S. M. ; and 
that, in hio opinion, where such a large 
numborri boata, manned by men of all 
nationalities, aro engaged in fishing, 
many ef whom have no respic: 
far tho law, and aro only roatrained from 
violating it through fear of being caught in 
tho act, that a larger and more speedy boit 
than tho launch " Claymore " is required for 
patrolling, considering thab thero is more 
than sixty miles of rivor to protoct. 

ITIASKR RIVER IIATOIIERY. 

Sir, — I have the honor to roporb a vory 
auccosBful season's operations in connection 
with tho Fraser river fish hatchory. 

In tl o norths of March and April thero 
were distributed, aa tho result of tho sea- 
son's operattlono, 6,300,000 lively young 
sockeye (Nerka) salmon, viz ; In Harrison 



river, 4,000,01)0 , Pitb lake, 1,800,000; 
Stavo river, 500.000. 

Oq the 4-ihof March Ireccivod a consign- 
ment of two mill on wbltufieh eggs from tho 
Selkirk hatchery, per CP. S, Ab Boon as 
possiblo I hud the glass incubators placed in 
position and tho eggs transferred to them 
from the trayB. The eggs arrived 
in good oondition considering the 
length of the journey. They wore 
hatched with bub little Iobs, and on tho 17th 
of April I Bent 1,200,000 estimated fry to 
Long lake, Okanugan, In charge of tho care- 
taker of tho hatchery, and the remaindor, 
ostimatod at 300,000, to tho Ccquitlam lako. 
The fry for Okanagan were sent to Sioamoua 
per Canadian Pacific railway, upwards of 
350 niileB in all. They did nob Btand tho 
journey well, as many were quite weuk 
when turned into tho lake. 

On tho 21st September I sent men with 
tho uecoBaary materials to MorriB creek, 
HarrtBon river, to build a trap and make 
tho necoaBary proparationB for capturing 
parent aalmon and collecting ova. On tho 
2odof October tho Urat lot of ova, 1,344,000, 
was received at tho hatchery ; on the (i h, 
448,000; on tho 11th, 1,024,000 ; on the 
16th, 2,144,000 ; on tho 20th, 848,000, and 
on tho 25 h, the last lot ot 944, 000 ; making 
a total of (i 752.000 ova, all of tho Bockeyo 
variety. The parent fish wore all captured 
in a trap constructed of pickets 4 feet long, 
Ik x lh inches, with apaceB of H inches be- 
tween the pickets ; the trap was 12 feet 
equare having a V shaped entrance. Ad- 
joining tho upper end of this trap a pound 
or trap of similar sUj and construction waa 
built. 

The salmon entored the trap Beveral daya 
befoto their ova waa fully riponetl, and in 
order to give thorn more room, and alao to 
facilitate handling them for etripping, the 
malea were lifted in dip neta and transferred 
to the pound. Gill-nota wero used formerly 
for capturing the parent fiah, but I have dis- 
pensed with them altogether, and in my 
opinion the ova is in better condition, and 
hatches with a smaller percentage of loss 
when obtained from fish which have entered 
tho trap • f their ow n accord, and thero is 
no lo'.a iJ pircnt fish which ia uoavoidublo 
when thf.y am Dotted in gill or drift-nets. 
The number of femalo salmon wbp 2,220 ; 
they gave an average of 3.50it ova 
each ; for fertilizing theae ova it 
took from 1,200 to 1,400 malea. Tho 
parenb fish — male and female — when 
liberated appeared to be but little affected 
by the operation and confinement in tho 
pounds. Tho eggs in the hatchery are in 
prime condition ; the number of dead eggs 
are Ices than in any previous season in my 
experience at this date. 

Owing to the hatchery being situated 
more than aeventy miles from where most of 
tho fry aro liberated, necessitating their be- 
ing towed in scows againat the currenb of 
the Fraser river, a distance of sixty milea 
by steamboats to the mouth of the Harrison 
river, and then by rowboata for several 
milea up thab river, considerable loss is met 
with, more no doubt than would be the case 
were the hatchory situated abovo the rapids 
of the Harrison river. 

The hatchery premisea r.ud planb are un- 
dergoing decay. This fact, together with 
the somewhat nrf ivorable situation of the 
premises, have influenced me to keep tho 
expenditure for repairs down to the lowest 
figure possiblo, I am, however, doubtful 
whether it will be politic to continue this 
for another aoason, as in my opinion nnleaa 
a now hatchory la built a large expenditure 
will be necosaary to render the present ono 
aafe for future seaaona' operationa.

DOMINION DA Y. 

The unanimity with which Canadians in 
every part of tho Dominion thia yoar and 
every year join in celebrating tho anniver- 
sary of Confederation ia eloquent testimony 
to the success of the plan so carefully and 
so wisely devised by the able men who, 
making tho interests of party subordinate 
to those of the state, cordially united to 
bring about the union of 1S67. Tho consti- 
tution then adopted had been for four years 
in successful operation when on the 20th 
July, 1871, the Province of British Colum- 
bla cast in nor lot with the Confederation, 
the British possessions on the continent of 
North Amorioa thus coming ui.der ono juris 
diction from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

Had British Columbia held aloof the Can 
adian Pacific railway would, it u 
almost certain, not have been built, 
and the position of Cinida to-day 
would have been one of little importance 
compared with what it is. Without the 
railway the development of this Province 
would have progressed vory slowly indood, 
and the small and isolated community set- 
tled in this Pacific oolony would have occu 
pied an unenviable poaition. 

Vancouver, now a rapidly growing city, 
would have had no existence but for Cun 
federation, and the railroad, which waa 
built under tho terms of union, would in all 
probability exist only in the dreams of on 
thusiasts. It is, therefore, most fitting 
that in the oity which owes its existence to 
tho carrying out of the conditions of confod 
oration. Dominion Day should be celebrated 
in the most enthusiastic manner. This 
yoar, aa usual, a highly attractive pro- 
gramme has been prepared, and wo feel sure 
that the thousands of visitors whom it will 
attract will oarry away with them golden 
opinions of the patriotism and the enter 
prise of the oltizens of the Terminul City, 

That tho British colonies have already 
achieved their destiny few thinking men 
will maintain. Ib it not possible and ovtn 
probable that many of those who to-di.y 
celebrate the most important step yob taken 
in tho federation of colonial Interests, may 
live to see the day when in every purt of the 
grand old Empire there will bo eommemor- 
atad annually an Imperial consolidation 
which will add immeasurably to its strength 
and to its importance in the family of 
nations 7 

It in with pride and not with jealousy 
that the mother land regards tho develop 
mont of her colonial dominion, and it is 
cheering to seo that among the most on 
thusiaetic advouatos of Imperial Federation 
aro British statesmon of t;reut ability and 
wide oxporionce. The principle of Fudera- 
blon is every year gaining converts, and 
what was a fow years ago a vague theory of 
a fow visionaries has beeomo tho well de- 
fined aim of practical men in all parts of tho 
Kmpiro. 

CANADA'S FISHERIES. 

Though tho groat importanoo of tho fish 
ing industry oannot fail to impress th« loast 
interested resident of British Columbia, 
thore are probably comparatively fow per- 
sons who roaliza how exceptionally good is 
tho chowing ib makes comparod with that of 
tho other Proviooea of tho Dominion. A 
•tudy of tho vory completo details cojtUnod 
in tho annual report uf tho FiBhories depart- 
ment will bIiow that in a quiet way a great 
amount of usoful work has boon dono by its 
officers, and that tho produob of the fisheries 
inoroasos yoar by yoar in a most gratifying 
manner. Aa our roadora aro awaro, the faot 
that tho fishery intoroats of tho United 
StatoB and Canada aro so olosoiy intor- 
wovon mado it advisable to appoint 
an international commission to ascertain 
how best thoy may bo protooted, and oven 
these oxporionoed gentlemen soon found that 
they had undertaken a far larger task than 
thoy had anticipated. Tho work of this 
ttommisslon was carried on throughout tho 
span soaBon of 1894 by the two commission- 



ers, Mr. Biohard Rathfaun, assistant iu 
charge of inquiry respecting food fishes, of 
the United Statea Commission of Fish and 
Fisheries, Washington, on tho part of tho 
United States, and Dr. Wakeham, of the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries, on the 
part of Canada. Their entire time was 
t\kon up with icquiries made on both shores 
of the boundary waters between Lake 
Champlain and Like of the Woods. As it 
was found impossible to go over, with tho 
necessary oaro, all tho ground between tho 
Atlantic and Paoifio within the time origin- 
ally ulioted to tho oommisaion — that is be- 
tween tho 2nd M.iroh, 1893, and 2nd March, 
1S95 -it has been decided to extend the time 
within whioh the final report Bhall be pre- 
sented, until June, 189G. Tho inquiry as 
far aa tho inland and fresh water fisheries is 
ooncernod was closed, during the soason of 
1S95. Tho commissioners will shortly pro- 
ceed to the Pacifio Coast, and tako up the 
question of the fisheries in tho waters con 
tiguoua to British Columbia. 

Tho commissioners will find that in this 
young provinco the fiahery rcaouroee are so 
rich that already they have boon mado to 
produce a total annual valuo of upwards of 
four million dollars, or moro thun a fifth of 
tho whole production of the Dominion, 
British Columbia being for tho past two 
yoara second in thia reBpuct only to Nova 
Scotia. Tho vesselB, boats aud othor appli 
unces and material usod for fishery purposes 
In this provinco in 1 S9-4 wore valued at close 
on two million dollars, and tho number of 
persons who wore employed waa upwards of 
thu teen thousand. Aa a revenue produoer, 
Biitlah Columbia loada, yielding to tho do 
partmont for the year 1892 93 §10,20-1 
ugainat an expondlturo of 85,-190 by tho Do 
minion government on tho fisheries service 
of thia province, outaldo of our Bhare of the 
genoral oxpondituro of 5117,000 for fish 
breeding and miscellaneous purpoaoa, not 
apportioned by provinces in tho report. 
The rovonuo from all tho othor provinces 
combined was about §55,000. It ia gratify- 
ing to note that the fishery officers in 
British Columbia give very encouraging re- 
ports as to the prospects of the industry. 



SALISBURY'S POLICY. 

Thero are some politicians at Washington 
who profess to feel great satisfaction at tho 
return of Lord Salisbury to power, and tho 
reason they give for this bolief implies an 
unintended compliment tothomembersof the 
Canadian Government, who are said to have 
looked after the interests of this Dominion 
much hotter than has been agreeablo to tho 
United States Administration. One of tho 
American public men interviewed on the 
subject wua Senator Morgan of Alabama, 
ohairman of the Senate committee oa foreign 
relations, and a recognized authority on all 
questions of international import. Asked as 
to the effect uf the change upon some of the 
diplomatic matters now under consideration, 
ho said : 

" Of course, it will have no direat or im- 
mediate effect in this country, but in an in- 
direct way it will iniluenco all of those sub- 
jects in which this country and Great Britain 
have been involved. Lord Salisbury is not 
only a statesman, but a great statesman, 
and ho will bring into the consider- 
ation of all foreign questions complete in- 
formation and a liberal and prudent 
policy. For that reason his formation of 
the Ministry will doubtless have an inllu- 
eutial lr.lluei.cB upon tho Bohring Sea ques- 
tions, lie understands that subject thor- 
oughly, and it vttB through him that tho 
present arrangement was effected. He de- 
vised tho plan for proteoting tho seals on 
broad and liberal linee, as it was to the in- 
terest of the people in England, almost aa 
much as in thia country, to see that those 
valuable animals were not exterminated. 
To that end his firot arrangements with Mr. 
Bayard were thoroughly satisfactory, but 
Cauada Bteppod in the way and it was im- 
possible to execute that liberal policy which 
had been deviBod. 

"Under the Rosobery Ministry Canada haa 
had a controlling influence in all Behring 
Sea nff drs, and as a result there has been 
little breadth or liberality in the polioy pur- 
sued. The Canadian polioy Is duo to a de- 
sire to gain favor with tho people in the 
Canadian province on the Pacifio withoub 
much reference to the genera! merits of the 
question, lut with Salisbury ut tho head of 
the Ministry, Cauudian politics will not be 
bo muoh of a factor, and the eubjoot will bo 
handled on broader aud more equitable 
grounds." 

No doubt with Senator Morgan the wiBh 
is father to the thought, and the latter is ex- 
pressed in the hope that its publication may 
induce the now Premier to strive to curry 
favor with tho United Statos by waiving 
Borne of the Canadian claims for which his 
predocesaorb have contended. But wo fancy 
tint this hope ia doomed to disappointment, 
It will be accepted as an indication of re 
gard for colonial intereata that tho new Pre- 
mier has cliofieu ad one of his colleagues tho 
Mirquis uf L^nsdowne, formerly Govonor 
Goneral of Canada and then Viceroy of In 
dia ; and, remembering tho intelligent aud 
lively interest which he took in tho affairs of 
the Dominion when hero, Canadluns will 
fool that whore their interests aro concerned 
th«y will in L <rd L:u-do>vne have a warm 
and a judicious friend in the government. 

Tho Senator thus further expresses him- 
self on L'ird Salisbury's foreign policy : 

" Although nominally a Conservative, ho 
ia really vory liberal in his foreign policy. 
Ho believes that Greut Britain already has 
a vast territory, and her interest lies in 
watching what she hue, instuud of roaching 
out for moro. It has boon noticnablo that 
throughout Ronobory's administration 
ho hus reached out constantly and sought 
further acquisitions. Ho has gone into Mad- 
agaeaar, where tho English have come into 
corfliot with tho Frenoh. An arbitrary tone 
has boon assumed as to Venezuela. Under 
Roaebery, the British have occupied Corlnto, 
and in tho ultimatum whioh was given to 
Nicaragua, ib yob remains to be determined 
what ourse Great Britain will take concern- 
ing Chief CUreuco, of the Mosquito terri- 
tory. Tho Hamo spirit of accession was no- 
tloeablo under Roaebery as to Hawaii, 
whoro an i flirt was mado to sooure a oablo 
landing on Nicker Island. But tho general 
policy of Salisbury ia nob of that nature. 
Ib tends moro to the development of what 
Great Britain already posaoBsea, aud to 
that oxtont, I think, it may have a favorable 
Influence upon pending questions." 
Tho superior facilities afforded undor tho 



British constitution for dispensing with the 
services of an administration whioh huu loab 
the confidence of the people have been foroi- 
bly brought to tho attention of politicians 
at W ashlDgton by this change of government 
in England, for in tho same correspondence 
In which tho above quoted interview appearB 
we are told that " members of the Cabinet, 
who were seen, expressed great interest in 
tho ministerial chango and remarked upon 
tho quioknesB with which tho conduct uf ad- 
ministrative alfiirs in England shifted ur.d 
changed in roBponae. to the votes of the Com- 
mona, ofteutimes, ua ut prcsoat, on minor 
questions." 

AS IMPORTANT UTTERANGB. 

Tho loading artiole of the Ottawa Citiztn 
of tho 25th ult. cocbaina tho very important 
statement made by tho Hon. Mr. Oulmot in 
an interview with a representative of that 
paper relative to the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. This what the Citizen aoya : 

"The Miniator of Pub'io Works wta inter- 
vlowod yestorday as to tho probability of 
remedial legislation being Introduced this 
soBotou. Naturally ho was unable to say 
what oourae tho government would take, 
ainco the matter had not been oonsidertd in 
oouucil, but ho took occasion to express tho 
opiuiou that Huch legislation could bo de- 
vised us would le>»vo tho Government of 
Manitoba without a grievance and satisfy 
tho Roman Catholics. 

" All that tho lattor desiro is tho right to 
teach their distinctive roligloua tenets in tho 
aohoola iu addition to the secular branches 
prescribed by the local government. They 
aro willing that tho schools should be under 
state suporviaion and inspection ; that the 
same standard of efficiency should bo exact- 
ed of tho teachers ; that tho same school- 
bookB on mental suhj. c'b Baould be used; 
that the ohildrcn should pass tho samo ex- 
aminations ; in faot, th^b tho Boparato 
schools should bo in overy respect national 
schools, with tho concessions abovo men- 
tioned to tho conBcientious soruplos of Ro- 
man Catholics," 

Our roaders have Been what tho Hon. Mr. 
Martin, of Wlnnlpog, wroto about this ut- 
teranco of the Miniator of Public Works. 
Thore cm bo doubt that both gentlemen 
spoke after duo consideration and consulta- 
tion with those with whom they aro politi- 
cally associated. There can hardly be a 
doulo that thoy both apoko in tho character 
of roprei ont.itivo men. This being the oabp, 
wo aro not surprised that vory many, in all 
parta of the Dominion, attach muoh impor- 
tance to what they said, and havo been led 
to believe that tho first steps towurda a sat- 
isfactory settlement of what threatened to bo 
a most troublesome havo been mado.

Stokes, and Flag Lieutenant Fauasebt. The 
pictures are speaking likenesses, and are 
finished in the high style of arb for whioh 
Mr. Savannah's studio is famed all along the 
coast. 

At the First Presbytorian church yeBtor- 
day morning Rev. Dr. Campbell preached 
tho annual sermon to the children of the 
Sunday school. There was a large gathering, 
tho little ones occupying the oentre seats in 
the ohuroh. A Bermon appropriote to the 
occasion was proaohed and the music was of 
a special character. At tho Sunday sohool 
in the afternoon the tickets for tho annual 
picnic at Coldstream, which takes pUce to- 
day, wore distributed, and a largo attend- 
ance is expected. 

On Thursday the steumahip Islander will 
make throe round trip excursions to Port 
ADgoles, leaving hero at 8 a.m., 1 p.m., and 
6:30 p m , and tho American city at 10 
a.m., 3 p.m., and 11 p.m. This excursion 
h»8 in tho past proved very popular, and 
promiHOB to bo oven bettor patronized this 
year, as the attraction aro more numerous 
and {interesting, tho Fourth of July cele- 
brations being especially elaborate. The 
sports provided for tho day aro varied and 
well calculated to entertain tho visitors. 

Me. R. M. Palmkk, inspeotor of fruit 
peats, who returned on Saturday from a 
trip of Inspection to Nanaimo and vicinity, 
roporta that the " leaf roller caterpillar " 
haa done a good deal of damage to the or- 
chards. Fruit does nob look quite as well 
as in the lowor part of the island, hut the 
yield will bo fair. Mr. Palmer saw finer 
goosoberries there than in any other part of 
the province, and thinks that the utter ab- 
Benoe of mildow on oven tho big English 
gooseberries is porhapa due to sulphur in the 
air from the proximity to the large coal 
mines. Mr. RobbinB, of the Vancouver 
Coal Co., has divided up a big tract of land 
owned by the company and sold it to the 
miners in live acre blocks. This has result- 
ed in a great many fruit trees being planted 
and with gooti results. 

A small aaBombly on the water front 
yeatorday ovoning watched with intorcr.t 
the working of a marine bicycle, owned by 
one of tho propriotora of the London bakery 
on Government Btroot. It is the only 
marino bicyclo in Victoria, but its uncom- 
monnesB is by no mo&na duo to its complex- 
ity of build or ungainllnoBS. It is very 
Blinply constructed, its movement easy and 
comparatively faBb. Tho rider sits on a 
saddle over an enclosed paddlo-wheel, prob- 
ably throo feet In diameter and Borne four or 
five inches wldo, propelling himself by 
moans of pedals. Ho is buoyod up by air- 
tight fixtures probably twelve foot long on 
oithor Bide of tho whool. Those fixtures aro 
in the shape of boats, only much more 
p (inter! and smaller. Rudders aro abtachod 
to each, oud aro manipulated simultaneously 
by a small crank near tho handa. Tho ap- 
paratus is easily carried. 

Toddler haa been in jail, and he deeply 
foela the disgraoo. 'Poodles, ua everyone 
knows who ia out at night in Victoria, is a 
little black four-footed rounder whoso sole 
occupation, when he ia not engaged In kill- 
ing rate, Is killing time. Ho ia, thorofore, 
liable to arrest and proscoutlon at any time 
undor the vagrancy act, hut it wae noc that 
way that hia disgrace came to him. An eye- 
witness of tho whoio affair, ond a good 
friond of ToodloB, explains ic thus : "It 
was die way, " ho ways.

while tho band played, and Toodles hero was 
keepln' company on goneral principles. I 
6oes the farmer with th' net bub I fails to 
tumble a littlo hit I calls t' th' Swede t' 
pipe th' jiy going Cabin', and th' very noxt 
minute he gots Poodles. And didn't he look 
ashamed — Poodles, I moan. Ho was bh' 
most disguatod, discouraged dog, you over 
see. Well, the Swede and I went up to th' 
farmer and I askB him what he'd gob th' dog 
for, and if weoonld bail him oub." * A-doing? 
a-doing tiothin',' saya ho, r but ho ain't gob 
no liconso to livo in this town.' " What'U 
ib oost," aaya I. ' Two plunks only,' says 
he, ' and you gob a nice brasa medal forth 1 
•purp— free, gratis, for nothln', and without 
ohargo.' " Mo I anted and Toodlos was froo. 
I brings him down town with mo, and th' 
nflrb morning, bright and early, th' j»y with 
th' nob ho oomoB ond servos th documents 
-on mo — Toodle'a receipt and the modal, 



Toodles ia 
all right now — till next year ; and he's got a 
docoration any dog might bo proud of."

U.S. Lighthouse Tender "Columbine" 
Eeturug After Inspecting: Alaskan 
Buoys an-* 'Jeacous- 

Admiral Walker's Plaus - Steamer 
"Caledonia's" Rough Trip Up 
the Skeena. 

After inspecting all the buoya, beacons, 
etc, off the coast of Alaaku, the U. 3. 
lighthouao tender Columbine, whioh loft heto 
for the North about a month ago, returned 
to port yesterday afternoon. She will re 
mela in harbor until to day and will pro- 
ceed South. On her way hero ahe called at 
Vancouver, aid from the Terminal City 
crossed over to Departure Biy for coal. Shu 
will next go to Seattle, aDd after finishing 
work on the Sound will leave for Portland. 
Aboard the Columbine are Admiral JohnG. 
Walker, second in command of the U. S. 
Navy and PreBldent of the U. S. lighthouse 
board — who as previously announced is 
making his annual trip of Inspection— Com- 
mander Furenholt, of the U. S. Navy and 
inBpeotor of the 13th district ; Mr, C. E 
Perkins, president of the Chicago, Burling 
ton & Quincy railway, who is on a ploasure 
trip, and his secretary, Mr. Macfarland ; 
and Mr. Johnson, tho chief clerk of tho 
lighthouse board. Admiral Walker leaves 
the Columbine at Portland, and will proceed 
direct to San Diego. When asked yesterday 
as to the probability of his accompanying 
Lieut. -General Schofield, of the U S. Army, 
on the lattor's examination of the Sound in 
connection with fortifications, tho Admiral 
said he expected to have gone South by the 
time of tho General's return from Alaska. 
In any event he said the Admiralty and 
Navy are not accustomed to do work that 
way. No Alaska news is reported by tho 
Columbine. While at Sitka (where a light, 
house is soon to bo eroded) on the 21st of 
last month, she met H.M.S. Pheasant, and 
in honor of Accession Day international 
courtesies wero exchanged. Good weather 
was experienced throughout the steamer's 
voyage. The Columbine reports that the 
Btoamor Caledonia's laBt trip on the Skeena 
was a very rough one, but no mishap oo 
curred, A British subject was captured at 
Fort Simpson ufter considerable resistance 
to the forced invasion of his native heath 
The crew howovor carriod him off to Port 
Townsend. He is a young cinnamon bear.

" What is a man 't First of all, man ia an 
animal.

" TIIH ItlllLE's FALLIBILITY." 

" From an evolutionary point of view 
what la tho Bible '!

Ho Is tho ideal of 
humanity, tho pattern that men and womon, 
oriental and occidontal, lawyer and minis- 
tor and soldier, rich and poor, high and low, 
wise and Iftoobla, t.11 may copy, all may fol- 
low. (Applause. ) 

" What iu red-mption ? Not tho restora- 
tion of what was lost last fall, not the put- 
ting us back by tho river, not bringing us 
Into inncuonco, carrying ui f jrwurd through 
all tho Btorms of expcrlonco, of temptation 
and Btrugglo, to tho final and porfoot vic- 
tory. Redemption moans thia : Tho vic- 
tory of tho spiritual ovor tho animal ; Crab 
in evory individual and finally in the whole 
of human Booioty. The ond of evolution is 
always tho vlo'ory of tho higher over the 
lower, and it dooa nob mako any difference 
how small and inaignlfioanb bho higher is, it 
will conquer the lower in tho end."
